WHAT WE ACCOMPLISHED AT THE BREAKFAST AND WORK SESSION 


A descriptive report of the MASONIC BREAKFAST & WORK SESSION, Saturday, 
November 26, 190B, BAM- 5 PM, by Donald W. Powell 


Two sayings oomn to mind as I try to summarize "what we accomplished" at 
the BREAKFAST & WORK SESSION on Saturday, November 26, 1988. The first 
was said by the Dutch philosopher Descartes. It Is this : 

Give me e square foot to stand on and I can move the earth. ^ 

What Descartes was saying was "give me a solid and secure place from which 
I can operate and I can do anything". 

The second saying that comes to mind Is also Dutch. It Is a Dutch proverb. It 
goes like this : 

Een goed begin Is het halve werk. 

Translated this saying says : A good beginning Is half the Job. 

Both of these sayings apply to what 23 Carbondale Masons and their families 
and friends accomplished In the Masonic Temple, 23-25 Salem Avenue, 

Carbondale, PA, on November 26, 1988. The day began before 7 AM, when 
Charlie Price dropped off the maple syrup and butter & margerine patties for 
the pancakes, and the day ended shortly after 4 PM when I carried out the 
trash bag from the kitchen waste basket and locked the door. 

In all, a great deal was accomplished In three areas : MATERIALLY, PSCYHOLOGICALLY, 
and HISTORICALLY . In the pages which follow the specific accomplishments In each 
of these areas, and a list of those who showed up and worked, plus a few other 
related descriptions are given.

All the necessary ceremonial furniture and furnishings were moved from the 
third floor to the Winter Lodge Room, end this furniture and furnishings was 
completely wiped down in lemon oil. 


Two complete towers of scaffolding and planks were carried to the third floor 
■Lodge Room and erected In the northeast comer at the site of the major wall 
end celling demage. 


All of the lodge furniture In the Last, Including the piano, was moved to the 
center of the floor and the rug was rolled back. • 

The six major celling light ftxtures In the third floor Lodge Room were 
lowered to the floor, removed, washed and stored In the anterooms. 

The damaged plaster which had fallen to the floor on the third floor 
landing was swept up and put Into dog food bags for disposal. 

A large sheet of black plastic was spread In the Last In the Lodge Room 
and most of the damaged plaster and rotted studs ( dry rotted ) and lath 
In the northeast comer was knocked from the wall. 

The furnace ( | n the basement, and reached vta steel doors In the sidewalk 
In front of the building ) was completely drained and flushed out. Also the 
water heater In the kitchen was turned on, and used for the day. 

The main entrance stair well was thoroughly swept and washed, and all 
of the woodwork ( watnscoatlng and banisters ) was wiped down with 
lemon oil. 


All of the furniture In the Commandery room on the second floor was wiped 
down with lemon oil, and all of the ash trays [ Is that wtiit they are, or are 
they to hold cards ? 1 were removed and thoroughly scrubbed with soap and 
water. 

Loose tarpaper on the roof was discovered and nailed down. 


PSYCHO LOG’ ‘ l.LY 

What did we accomplish psychologically ? Well, first of all we have realized 
that we can save ourselves, that we can accomplish the task, that we can do 
something about the problem. And, second of all, we have discovered the truth 
behind the saying, "The family that prays together stays together." Those of us 
who took part In the work session collectively feel an unspoken kinship with each 
other/ We care. We have come closer together. We have discovered that we are 
not alone. Also, we have experienced the good feeling of having done our part to 
keep the organization,Its principles and Ideals, alive.

WHAT WAS THE FOOD LIKE ? 


Great. Fantastic. Marvellous. That's what they said, and even I, "the chief 
cook and bottle washer, " enjoyed It. I owe special thanks to Charlie Price, who 
showed up before 7:10 AM ( when I got there ) with the maple syrlp and butter & 
margerlne patties [ all of which were generously donated by him to the project ], 
and who helped get things organized In the kitchen and In the dining room before 
our first customers arrived around 8 AM. The "best laid plans of mice and men" 
were changed In the course of that first hour, and the pancakes and sausages turned 
\ L OUt t0 be homemade waffles and sausage and fried eggs. The eggs were better than 
most because they were homegrown, by my brother's hens, In Elkdale, and they 
| were fresh and therefore stood up tall when they were cracked Into the pan. And 
j well water, from the country. Is an Important Ingredient In making good coffee, 

^ and 9 °od orange Juice. And of course my mother's trled-and-true coffee pot 
and coffee recipe helps a lot too. And later on, when everyone had had enough 
maple syrup and waffles and the hunger pangs of lunch began, the remaining 
breakfast sausage, with a generous infusion of more sausage ( both hot and sweet ) 
and green peppers and onions [ all generously donated by A1 Papocchla from 
ABC Market ], was converted to fried sausage and peppers and onions and was 
washed down with a variety of soda and another 20-cup pot of coffee. Next time 
we shall have toast, and perhaps sweet rolls and coffee cake. 

Total cost of groceries (after donations ) : $30.44 . 


PREVIOUS CLEANING CAMPAIGNS 

During the course of the day I learned that there had in the past been two cleaning 

campaigns In the Masonic Temple, Carbondale. 

1952 0111 Geesey related that In 1952 when the furniture In the third floor 

Lodge Room was cleaned It was discovered that each piece was made 
not entirely out of the same kind of wood ( as It appeared to be ) but 
out of at least three kinds of wood. The pedestals and altar were 
discovered to have beautiful blrd'3 eye maple dr:coratlve inserts. 

Over the years the grime from the coal stove, which one stood In 
the room, had blackened the furniture with a layer of grease and 
grime. Apparently the holes In the wall for the stove pipes were 
once ( possibly still are ) visible. 

1977 Ron Comunale related that after the building was sold and the Masons 

became renters that there was a big push to clean up the hall and get 
everything on the Interior straightened out because there was a clause 
In the lease which said that the Inside of the building was our 
responsibility to keep clean and repaired. Apparently at that time 
there was ( or was to be ) scaffolding set up so that the entire 
Interior could be cleaned and dusted. This cleaning campaign 
failed because only three members ( according to present-day 
recollection : Ron Comunale, Bob Gentile, Donnie Levanthal ) 
showed up to work.

October through May. 


Many of the communities of northeastern Pennsylvania are represented in 
the Crystal Band. Manny Winters and Howard A. Yepson, two well known 
residents of Carbondale, have performed in the percussion section of the band 
for many years. Among the other members of the band from the up-valley area 
are: Melissa Hartmann, flute; Marsie Seigle, clarinet; Loriann Valentine, flute;

Sheryl Lynn Oleski, clarinet; Gerald Kaminski, saxophone; Bob Bishop, saxophone;

In speaking of the Crystal Band, Manny winters commented: "Since its 
organization, many dedicated musicians have contributed their talents and 
enahled the band to promote programs and activities unparalleled by any other 
musical organization in northeastern Pennsylvania. The Crystal Band's success 
has been due, in a large part, to the leadership of various individuals who have 
discharged their duties with dedication and integrity." The present conductor of 
the band is H. Earl Brink, who has directed the Crystal Band since 1958. The 
conducting duties at the Christmas concert in the Baptist Church on December

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MANY SPECIES OF BIRDS SIGHTED 

Fifty-six different species of birds were sighted by 
S. Robert Powell during the calendar year 1988 in or near the 
village of Elkdale (Clifford Township, Susquehanna County), 

The 56 species are as follows: Robin, Bluebird, Canada Goose, 
House Wren, Song Sparrow, Blue Jay, Starling, Crow, Red-tailed 
Hawk, Flicker, Baltimore Oriole, Scarlet Tanager, Maryland Yellow 
Throat, Indigo Bunting, Barn Swallow, House Sparrow, Tree Swallow. 

Great Blue Heron, Green Heron, Mourning Dove, Woodcock, Wild 
Turkey, Downy Woodpecker, Cardinal, Hairy Woodpecker, Chickadee, 
White-breasted Nuthatch, Meadowlark, Bobolink, Kildeer, Ruby- 
throated Hummingbird, Ruffed Crouse, Catbird, Sparrow Hawk, Turkey 
Vulture, Mallard, Goldfinch, Red-winged Blackird, Cedar Waxwing, 
Tufted Titmouse, Purple Crackle, House Finch, Furple Finch. 

Horned Lark, Yellow Warbler, Phoebe, Chipping Sparrow,

Four of these specif according to Powell, are very infrequently 
seen in this area at present: Indigo Bunting, Yellow-billed Cuckoo, 
Horned Lark, and Pileated Woodpecker. Others are less frequently 
seen here than they were at one time: Bluebird, Scarlet Tanager, 

Green Heron, Woodcock, Wild Turkey, Tufted Titmouse. 

"The decreased use of pesticides and the increased concern 
for the quality of the environment," Powell remarked, "are 
ultimately beneficial to wild birds and game. All other things 
being equal, it seems likely, therefore, that the great variety 
of wild birds and game that were once regularly seen in this area 
of the country will once again become a part of our daily 
experience." 

When asked if lie plans to continue to monitor the species 





of wild birds that he observes in and near the village of Elkdale, 
Powell replied: "Very definitely. Such lists are not only 
1 n trinsica 11y interesting but also can be useful documents to 
future ornithologists and naturalists in studying and writing 
the history of the fauna of northeastern Pennsylvania."

For several years I have lived 
near a woodchuck in Elkdale 
who has declared a sluice pipe 
under (he hard surfaced road>/ 
out front ti he his personal 
residence. I'm not sure what 
happens in the Spring when 
heavy rains and melting snow 
sometimes cause a fairly heavy 
flow of w ater through the sluice 
pipe for a few days. Perhaps the 
woodchuck takes refuge in the 
thicket of voung locust trees, 
elderherrv bushes, blackberries 
and dead weeds at the far end of 
the pipe for a few days? 
Whatever the case, as soon as 
things get back to normal, the 
woodchuck very quickly mani¬ 
fests his presence and proclaims 
his survival of the Spring flood 
by returning to mv lawn, where 
he enjoys the first green grass of 
the season.

Verv probably he was hit by 
one of the many speeding pick 


decomposing animal finally goes 
away. Dead deer along the road¬ 
side. for example, take weeks 
and weeks before they finally 
stop smelling. And so I took out 
the garden spade and pirked up 
the surprisingly heavy dead 
sluice pipe woodchuck and car¬ 
ried him down to the edge of the 
hayfied across the road. There, 
out of the wav of mowing 
machines and hay balers, under 
over-hanging hemlock bran¬ 
ches. I dug a deep hole -- partly 
because I wanted to make sure 
that the decaying anin.al didn't 
smell and partly because I 
anted my sluice pipe neighbor 




to have a decent burial -- and 
therein I buried the woodchuck. 

I smoothed out the ground i«id 
made the grave as invisible as 
possible, not wanting to make, 
any mess for the farmer jpp 
question - a wonderful man.

in any way the landscape. When 
,thc job was done. I said to 
myself. "That's that. The sluice 
pipe woodchuck is dead." 

The blood on the road bother¬ 
ed me. but I concluded that the 
blood would be gone in a few 
days, washed away by the rain 
or worn away by automobile and 
truck tires. And so I went about 
the rest of my life. 

The following day. another 
woodchuck was killed in front of 
my house, in exactly the same 
spot in which the sluice pipe 
woodchuck had been killed.

Did she smell the blood 
and go to investigate and then 
get hit? Was Number 2 another 
woodchuck from the area who 
smelled the blood and was 
fatally attracted to the middle of 
the road? I'm not sure. 1 do 
know that sometimes two or 
three oppossums are killed in 
one spot on the highway. I 
suppose that like the wood¬ 
chucks they are attracted to the 
site by the smell of the blood. It 
wouldn't surprise me if the 
opossums even ate their dead 
relatives. That's not the case. I 
think, with woodchucks. 

Whatever the reality, without 
hesitating for a single moment, I 
Immediately got out the garden 
spade and quickly picked up 
Number 2 and carried her down 
to the woodchuck burial ground 
at the edge of the hayfield. 
There, I dug a deep hole, beside 
the sluice pipe woodchuck, and 
therein I placed Number 2. And 
there they lie. my dcoarted 
neighbors, ui.der the clean, 
soft, sweet earth, beside the 
open hayfield in which they 
spent so many of their Summer 
davs. 

Months have passed since the 
burials of the two woodchucks. 
Fvcry once in a while the sluice 
pipe woodchucks come into my 
mind. Woodchucks are no 
longer quite so far down my list 
of favorite nnimals as they once 
were.

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•The Christmas Bird Count." 
Did you know there are more 
than b50 species of birds that 
are frequent visitors and regular 
breeders in the United States? 
Mr. Frank Chapman, then 
editor of the magazine called 
Bird Lure (later to become 
Audubon Magazine) suggested 
that bird watchers make a 
simple tally of buds seen on 
Christmas Day of the year 1900 
and to send him a report. After 
these tallies were published, 
bird watchers were encouraged, 
and since then bird watching 
has grown from 27 groups 
turning in 25 reports to more 
than 40.000 birders Filing re 
ports In the beginning Christ¬ 
mas Bird Counts had very few 
rules and counts were more 
social events than serious sport 
minded scientific or conserva¬ 
tion attempts. Today, the typical 
club tries numbering birds and 
species present in a 15 mile 
diameter circle on set days 
during a prescribed 2'/j week 
period in late December This is 
r ‘The Christmas Bird Count " 
Information collected now 
includes habitat, weather condi¬ 
tions. estimates of wild foods 
available, time spent in the 
fields and miles traveled. Some 
bird watchers have become so 
very enthusiastic about bird 
counts and wat.hing that they 
spend days preparing and fol¬ 
lowing weather forecasts, know¬ 
ing that storms could ‘‘blow-in" 
some unusual birds. Some¬ 
times. like fishermen before the 
opening day of trout or bass 
.< .ison, or deer hunters before 
hunting season opens, th will 
lay awake at night anticipating a 
good dry of birding. Birds have 
a special enchantment for 
birders, it is scientific now. but 
the clubs maintain the Christ¬ 
mas Bird Count each year as a 
sporting event, and that is why 
they have good participation. 
The sport is highly competitive 
and obviously very enjoyable. 
They love to discover and add 
new species to their lists and 
overall have fun doing it. at the 
same time they provide valuable 
conservation information 


They react excitedly to the 
unexpected visiting birds from 
other places and otner seasons. 
For most the satisfaction comes 
from having taken the time to be 
out there sharing with some of 
this planet’s loveliest creatures 
of the wild My own sightings 
and listings fascinate me. know- 
mg what I learned about these 
most interesting of God's crea¬ 
tive work. 

There are times you or some¬ 
one you know stopped using a 
back door or window' after 
discovering a newly built nest. 
At one time or another, most of 
us have stopped in our steps to 
watch a humming bird or some 
other birds particular activity 
like a courtship display, 
scrambling and competing for 
tid bits with one another, or 
mother bird diligently feeding 
little ones as they flutter their 
wings begging for more, and 
then the fledglings very un¬ 
steady first tries at living. How 
beautiful and interesting these 
lovely little flying creatures are! 
It is good to know that so many 
folks arc genuinely interested in 
birds and their welfare. Today, 
88 years after Frank Chapman 
began bird watching has be¬ 
come the most popular partici¬ 
pant sport in the country. It's 
encouraging to realize that 
much of the world is keeping 
their heads, since at even-tide 
each day. when the Lord's birds 
let you hear them saying their 
Vespers as they settle down for 
the nite to rest, millions of 
hearts arc tuned-in. 

If you arc a regular reader of 
this column, have you noticed 
over the past few years, how in 
nature and the outdoors there is 
always something interesting 
and suitable to talk about, learn, 
participate in and experience in 
every season of our four-season 
world?
